Hayat ul-Ambiya 



It’s a fact that the sun rises in the moming and sets in the evening. What if one 
fine day a person disputes this and says the sun rises in the evening and would 
ask for proof for sunrise in the morning? This is the case with Wahabiyah, they 
dispute and contradict the beliefs, customs and tradition of Ahl us-Sunnah 
which have been practiced from the past 1400 years. 

Wahabiyah whose hands are covered with the blood of Muslims has destroyed 
the culture and customs of Ahl us-Sunnah from the time it was started by Abdul 
Wahhab al-Najdi. In the name of tawhTd, they not only killed the innocent 
Muslims but demolished the tombs and shrines of the holy wives, family and 
companions of Prophet Muhammad S. 


One of the beliefs of Ahl us-Sunnah is that all the Prophets of Allah are alive in 
their graves. They experienced physical death for a moment as Allah has 
promised for every living creature, but their souls were returned to them 
immediately. This is a unanimous belief of Ahl us-Sunnah but Wahabiyah 
object to this. According to them the Prophets are nothing but normal human 
beings and decompose into the soil post their demise. 

Ulema have written numerous books upon the life of the Prophets after their 
demise and one among them is a booklet Haydt ul-Ambiya by Imam BayhaqT 
wherein he collected 21 ahadith as a proof. This booklet is one of the earliest 
and most authentic collections of ahddith which served as a reference to later 
works like Wafa ul-Wafd by Imam SamhudT etc.

There is no doubt in the life of the Prophet H after his demise and similarly all 
the prophets are alive in their graves which is better than the (life of) martyrs 
which Allah informed in Quran and our Prophet A is the leader of martyrs

Qurtubi writes in “at-Tazkirah” narrating from his teacher, regarding the hadith 
of unconsciousness that: death is not just to disappear, but it is moving from one 
state to another. Proof of it is that, the martyrs are alive in the court of Allah, 
they are provided with the provision and are happy and delighted after their 
martyrdom. These are the characteristics of living in this world. So, if this is the 
case with martyrs then prophets are more suitable for this. It is proved by sound 
ahddith that the earth doesn’t decompose the bodies of the prophets and the 
Prophet Muhammed S8 met with the other prophets on the night of Isra in Bait 
ul-Maqdis and at the skies. He saw Musa standing and performing salah in his 
grave and informed about it. Death of the prophets is like they have disappeared 
from us such that we do not realize their presence even though they are alive 
and present. This is like in the case of angels that they are present and alive but 
none of the people like us sees them except those chosen by Allah from 
Auliyah.

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Narrated Abu Hurairah the Prophet 

said: I saw myself at hatim while I was 
telling Quraish about Bait ul-Maqdis. They 
asked me about the things about which I was 
not aware of. I became very anxious (and) 
then Allah raised it for me, and I could see it. 
Quraish would not ask me anything but I 
would tell them about it. I saw myself in a 

group of Prophets. Prophet Musa was 

standing and praying. He is a man with less 
flesh and curly hairs as if he is from 

shanuah. I saw Isa bin Maryam standing 
and praying. He looks like Urwah bin Mas'ud 
as-Saqafi (and then) I saw Ibrahlm iipl 

standing and praying, He looks like your 
companion, meaning the Prophet himself. 
Then the prayer started, and I lead them. 
When I finished the prayer, a voice called me 
and said: “This angel is the guardian of hell, 
present your salam to him”. So, I looked at 
him. He presented salam to me first.

as our prophet travelled and saw them there.

This (narration is) sound as Almighty Allah 
has returned their souls to them hence, they 
are alive in the court of their lord like 
martyrs. When the trumpet will be blown 
first, everyone will become unconscious. 
This will not be the death in the true sense 
but losing the senses. If Musa is from the 
people who were exempted by Allah, as he 
stated in Qur’an: "except whom Allah wills" 
(Surah Namal: 87) then Allah will not let 
him become unconscious in this condition 
and he would be judged by the 
unconsciousness at the mount of Sinai. 
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
